way Labor Board To En- 
force Cuts Asked 


DEFLATION TOO SLOW 
Comparison Of Pay

CHICAGO, Mar. 10—American rail- 


roads acting as a unit havo begun a 
new attempt to obtain permission to 
cut the wages of a million and a halt 
rail employes and to do away with the 
standard rates of railroad wages which 
now prevail thruout the nation. Dis- 
regarding the protest of railway labor 
representatives the United States rail- 
way labor

permitted roads 


which have violated tho provisions oC 
the federal transportation act 
and 


thereby sacrificed their right to bring 
cases before tho board to present ap- 
peals for wage cuts. All rail workers 
fxce-pt train and engine service men 
ure involved. 


In labor circles it is understood that 


tho appeal of the roads is instigated 
by banking ond industrial interests 
which find their own wage cutting- 
campaign Is seriously embarrassed by 
the radically slower "deflation" ot rail- 
way labor.

Property and Human Welfare 


S 


AYS an exchange in regard to :i recent supreme court ruling: 
"A decision ol the United Slates Supreme Court has upheld 


the decision of Judge Learned Hand declaring ihe 80-ceut 
gas rate confiscatory and increasing it to as high as $1.50. The 
old rule that private property cannot be confiscated was in- 
voked and the old rate was held to be confiscation. 


"We are interested in this decision at this particular time. 


It is not the first time that the courts have so decided, but this 
decision ha.s special significance when contrasted with certain 
glaring facts. 


"Wage workers have one source of income. This is de- 


rived from the sale of their labor power. When this income is 
cut off because of lack of employment it is not a c;uso of loss of 
property. It means a decline of their standard of living. 
It 


bears an intimate relation to human existence. 
When sheer 


material wants are involved it certainly becomes n grave mat- 
ter for those affected by it, more grave than a decline of the in- 
comes of wealthy investors in corporations. 


"Are there any decisions of the courts that exhibit the same 


concern for the human existence of wage workers that they dis- 
play for private property? We know of no such decisions. The 
mode of obtaining a living by wage workers may be confiscated. 
It is today confiscated for millions of wage workers, yet there 
are not courts to intervene with stern decrees ordering the re-! 
covery of this loss. 
"On the other hand, we have these decisions that the big 


corporations shall be guaranteed "fair" incomes in perpetuity. 
No confiscation of sacred private property. If there is to be any> 
confiscation it should continue to be the confiscation of the mode 
of obtaining a living by the wage workers of the 
country, i 


Thrown aside as a waste product of industry; walking the 
streets begging for work; their families thrown upon the streets 
in many cases because of inability to pay rent; often hunted by' 
the police of the large cities as vagrants, all this does not dis-' 
turb the judicial poise of the robed gentlemen of the courts. 
' 


"The profound concern exhibited in these decisions for) 


private property offers a glaring contrast with the indifference i 
displayed regarding the great bulk of wage workers, whose la- • 
bor and genius maintain the industrial system and that stock the' 
world with wealth for human enjoyment. The courts have al- 
ways been a final refuge of property and they so remain. Not 
until the workers create a human world that gives first consid- 
eration to human welfare and happiness will this thing be| 
changed."

The Favorite Pastime

HEN Governor Willis was elected governor of Ohio in 1914 


he announced in his inaugural that he had no legislative, 


program to offer to the General Assembly of the state and in- 
tended to keep hands off the law making department. 
In this 


he had a double purpose, the one being a desire to relieve him- 
self of responsibility if the legislature failed to get anywhere 
and the other to court popularity in the belief that Cox, his 
predecessor, had been defeated because of too much meddling' 
in legislative affairs. 


But Willis got nowhere with his hands off policy. lie found 


that legislatures are made up of men of the most ordinary 
mental caliber, of the most diverse viev;s and prone to resent 
leadership. But Willis persisted in his policy—and failed of re- 
election. And Cox, the man he thot too prone to interfere with 
the legislative branch was twice thereafter elected. 


' President Harding is of the Willis type. He prefers not to 


assume leadership. He never courts responsibility. He has a 
reputation for being a "good fellow," and he is, but starting on 
the second year of his term, he is beginning to see that an execu- 
tive without a legislative program is himself as much responsi- 
ble i.:r the failures of the legislative branch as is the rudderless 
legislature. 


This fact is emphasized by The New York World in an edi- 


torial entitled, "He Never Passed The Buck." 
It recites Mr. 


Hardinjr's bonus embarrassments and compares his status as an 
executive with that of his predecessor in the following succinct 
comment: 


"When Mr. Harding reversed himself and gave a qualified 


assent to the soldiers' bonus, he did so on condition that it should 
be paid out of new taxation and specified a sales tax as the only 
Available means of raising the necessary revenue. 


\ 
Th^ oonus leaders in Congress soon discovered that the 


agricultural bloc would not accept a sales tax and that the senti- 
ment of the country ran strongly against this method of increas- 


. 
ing the cost of living. Thereupon the sales tax was abandoned, 
the implied agreement with the President was repudiated and 
the House sub-committee devised a hybrid scheme under which 
the former soldiers who had served the shortest time would re- 
ceive a small sum in cash and the burden of the bonus would bo 
carried by Treasury certificates. 


Secretary Mellon describes this pawnbroking proposal as 


"the worst yet:" but the House is going ahead with its bonus 
plans on the theory that the financial aspects of the question are 
of no particular importance in comparison with the political 
necessity of making a convincing bid for the soldier vote before 
the November election. 


Originally Congress passed the bonus buck to the Presi- 


dent and the President took tho responsibility, but th;;{ did not 


- 
last long. When the issue was revived Mr." Harding remcm- 


. bered that he had said something favorable to the bonus during 


the 1920 primaries, and so he pas.sed the buck back to Congress. 
Then the House passed it back to the President, who passed it 
back with the sales-tax proviso. The House is now dealing with 


. and evidently intends to pass it to the Senate, which will pre- 


sumably pass it back to the House, and then the Conference 
" Committee will try to pass it to the President again, who will 


once more examine into the expediency of it and make a fur- 
ther decision of one kind or another. 


The first anniversary of the Harding Administration brot 


out almost as much discussion of Mr. Wilson as of his successor, 
for reasons that need not be enumerated. There was one char- 


_ acteristic of Mr. Wilson, however, to which we have seen 'no 
:; reference, and it becomes of exceptional interest at this time 
- Woodrow Wilson never passed the buck. Whatever his faults 
~ may have been, in the eight years in which he was President ho 
- was for the things that he was for and against the things that 
£ he was against. He never asked Congress to assume a responsi- 
rt bility that he shirked and Congress never had to ask him twice 
:£ where he stood on any question of policy. 
•~ 
Mr. Harding is in a mess about the bonus because he tried 
r to play both ends against the middle. If he had stanchly sup- 
r ported Secretary Mellon and the sober-minded element "in the 
— party this bonus wrangle could not have arisen. The President 
H ha* been too good-natured. His judgment pulled him one wav 
- and his desire to be a good fellow pulled him the other wav 
r. Now he is not quite sure in which diiection he is going but 
r optimistically hopes that he is on his way.
